About one out of every 20 
adults owns corporation stock, the 
CIO's Department of Research and 
Education reports bclitllingly. 


So what is that designed 
to 


prove? That ordinary Americans 
are a have-not people'.' Name some 
other country in which one out of 
20 owns corporate stock. 
and 


there'll be at least ground for de- 
bate. 


Is the CIO trying to make it ap- 


pear that the American 
worker 


doesn't have enough, after exist- 
ing, 
to invest in stocks? 
The 


enormous investment in insurance, 
savings accounts, war bonds makes 
that silly. So docs the almost unbe- 
lievable spending on amusements, 
recreation, travel, 
liquor, 
race- 


track gambling and the like. 


The real reason for this report, 


in the midst of third round wage 
demands 
looks 
rather clear. 
It 


seems to bo an attempt to suggest 
that the average American, having 
no corporate stock in his name, 
shouldn't worry 
if wage 
boosts 


squeeze profits out of company op- 
erations. 


That is hitting below the belt.

After due consideration the Ful- 


ton District School Board has de- 
cided to transport the upper four 
grades of the high school to Hope 
for the next school vcar beginning 
on Monday, September 7. 


This will bring approximately 25 


studsnts to Hope each day and will 
give them the advantage of an "A" 
rated school under the North Cen- 
tral Association. 


Such a move will enable 
the 


Fulton district to put on an exten- 
sive clemantary training program 
which will reflect much credit to 
the board and community. The pro- 
gram will be handled by a well 
qualified faculty headed by Frank 
Rider, principal. 


The change will also prove bene- 


ficial to the Negro school of Fulton 
which will have an extra teacher 
and an ctxra classroom. By this 
improvement the school probably 
will be in a position to receive cre- 
dit for its work. 


The Fulton school bus will make 


a trial run on Monday, August 16, 
starting at 7 a.m.. for the purpose 
of bringing all high school students 
to Hope so they can be classified. 
The board urges all to appear for 
classification as Hope High School 
begins class work on September 7. 


The Fulton School Board after 


much deliberation decided to send 
High School students to Hope to 
give them every advantage offered 
by an "A'' rated school, and op- 
portunities not offered at Fulton. 
Too, the program will enable the 
board to 
considerably 
improve

Proper diet and enougli sleep 


and exercise arc perhaps the mo'-U 
important measures in maintaining 
good health and physical fitness. 
Ail ot these must be adjusted to 
the individual's need and 'capacity. 


Ihe diet of everyone must in- 


clude enough of (he basic foods to 
supply energy needs, but not so 
much 
as (o cause 
overweight 


which interferes with good health. 
Ihe three basic foods 
are the 


starches or carbohydrates, such as 
sugar, potato, and bread; proteins 
which include meat, eggs, fish 
fowl and milk; and the fats, such 
as oleomargarine, butter and 
fat 


meat. A balanced proportion 
of 


these foods is essential. 


Minerals Necessary 
In addition to these basic foods, 


minerals 
are necessary, par- 


ticularly for the growing' 
child. 


Calcium, which is an important 
part of bone and teeth, is obtained 
largely from dairy products. Most 
other minerals, like iron which is 
necessary for the blood, are pres- 
ent in 
vegetables. 
Fortunately, 


most vitamins, also necessary for 
good health, are likewise present 
m vegetables, dairy products or in 
the oilier healthful fods. 


Little needs to be said 
about 


sleep. People vary in the amount 
ot sleep they need. If a person 
leels rested and vigorous the next 
day, that 
is 
a good sign that 


enough sleep is being obtained. . 


Exercise is 
tremendously

portanc. FreqenUy nothing

who gets little or no physical exer- 
cise.
